His guiding philosophy has always been his father’s admoni- 
tion : “ Think of the art and to hell with the money.” 

He is built like a weight-lifter and dislikes so-called modern 
furniture. 

He has no superstitions, dislikes cats and declares that his 
mother has had the greatest influence on his life. 

He has a canary and a parakeet, and is utterly without system 
or orderliness ; he drops his clothes all over the house and 
can never find anything. He is Sft. 11}in. tall. 
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Lanza means a flying lance, in Spanish. 

He served three years in the Army Air Force. He is an excited 
spectator at boxing and football matches. 

He plays no tennis, no golf, has never been seasick and was 
born in a two-storey brick house with marble steps: “‘You know, 
there are whole rows of them, like you see in any big town.” 

He married Betty Hicks, sister of an Army pal, April 13, 
1945, He cannot remember telephone numbers and every 
time he calls his own home he asks his manager what the number 
is. 

He is very fond of soft drinks. 

Heused to bea chain smoker—ayeraged two and a half packets 
a day, plus two or three cigars and “‘ maybe a pipe in between.” 
But during the filming of Toast of New Orleans, he abandoned 
smoking altogether, deciding it was bad for his voice. He made 
his Grand Opera debut at New Orleans in Madame Butterfly. 

He always remains seated at a stage -performance, never 
going out between the acts. He has a passion for pizza. 

He likes his steaks slightly undercooked but prefers the outside 
cut of roast beef. He was offered many scholarships as a result 
of his athletic prowess at school. 

He likes flying but never does it because it affects his ears 
and he is unable to sing for days afterwards. He is ‘‘ crazy” 
about caviare ; at one sitting he ate 200 dollars worth, paid for 
by Harry Zellzer, concert impresario (Continued on page 44)

Gas, water and elec- 
tricity are cut off and a police guard posted at the end 
of the street. 

After an eight-day siege, the Lords are ready to 
give up—all except Father, who urges them not to let 
a little discomfort stand between them and their rights— 
but just as one of the children is about to go out with 
a white flag, Mr. Filch arrives to convey the news that 
the Government have capitulated. The Lords can 
stay in their house ; the road will be diverted around 
it; and the Festival will treat the shop as an exhibit, 
a memorial to free enterprise.

Here their quarrels continued, although 
Gordon now insists this attitude of 
Sheila’s was largely responsible for keeping 
their marriage together. One day in Texas, 
packing for one of their hectic moves from 
one Army post to another, Sheila lost her 
wedding ring. When Gordon scolded her 
for her carelessness she wept and packed. 
This time, she insisted, she was leaving 
him for good. She only got a few blocks, 
however, before she returned for a mutu- 
ally contrite reconciliation. 

All of which, childish as it all was at 
the time, served to strengthen their char- 
acters and build the groundwork for the 
mature, understanding attitude they have 
for each other to-day.

Film 
producers and directors have nightmares trying to find a suitable story, the 
script writers work hard on the dialogue, the new star shines for a brief time 
and then disappears into the background. 

Are the days gone when an actor or actress could, helped by the skill of the 
make-up experts; be found to play any part ?—Miss Barbour, 628 Holburn

ANSWER: I agree with you that the publicity given to a comparatively 
unknown man or girl is often quite out of proportion to their, talents, 
This does not pay in the long run, for without real ability would-be stars 


cannot, and do not, stay at the top. 


I felt I must write to you about back- 
ground music. JI find that when I am 
watching an American film I can really 
enjoy the accompanying music. It always 
seems to fit into the moods and actions of 
the film without drowning the voices of the 
actors and actresses. 


On the other hand, the backgiound 
music of British films is nearly always so 
loud that the voices cannot be heard, and 
often is introduced at just the wrong 
moment. Unless our studios learn from 
the Americans how to improve this, there 
are going to be many more complaints.— 
Mrs. Carol Milne, 61 Danebury Drive, 
Acomb, York. 


Unfortunately I think that your remarks 
in some, cases are justified. The problem is, 
however, a highly technical one, and there 
is no single solution. Much depends *on 
studio conditions as well as on the nature 
of the theme to be conveyed and enhanced 
by the music. 


Can you tell me why producers rarely 
make pictures about middle-class life. [ 
am sure larger audiences would be drawn 
if people saw more characters and places 
that they feel they know.—Miss Cox; 
13 Price Lane, Bilston, Staffs. 


Perhaps this type of film is often avoided 
because producers are convinced by ex- 
perience that many people go to the cinema 
to get away from everyday life. 

On the other hand, a certain number of 
Silms are made about ordinary people, and 
some of them achieve popularity. To name 
only a few—Dance Hall, Millions Like Us, 
Hue and Cry, Brief Encounter and Pass- 
port to Pimlico. 
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Why is it that so many old films are 
being shown in our cinemas? J have 
seen, fairly recently, Ray Milland in 
Tropical Holiday, in which he looked like 
a young boy. There are many more films 
of this sort being re-issued. Surely it 
would be more beneficial to both renters 
and cinema owners to show old films the 
public wish to see.—Mrs. Cochrane, Moor- 
field House, Durham Street, Barrow-in- 
Furness. 


One of the biggest snags about re-issuing 
old films is that they so often appear dated. 
The people responsible for these re-issues 
want to please as many cinema-goers as 
possible, but it is almost inevitable that you 
should not like some of the films they 
choose, though they ‘may please others.
